convicted Preparedness Day parade 
bomber, 
“until 
this 
feeling 
dies 
down.” 
W hile proclaim ing his willingness 
to give Mooney “a fair trial upon 
the facts and m erits of the case,” 
Judge W ard warned the defense he 
w'ould not be a party to the raising 
of constitutional grounds on which 
it m ight seek to free th e noted 
prisoner from his conviction of six­ 
teen years 
ago. 
He 
decreed th at 
the cheers and howls of the crowd, 
penetrating even 
into th e 
ocurt 
room as he spoke, would be preju­ 
dicial to fairness.’’ 
The court loom was packed with 
persons adm itted only by card when 
the judge appeared 
“As I approached 
the 
hall 
of 
justice.” said the jurist, “the streets 
were lined with men, some of them 
virtually shouting in my ear, We 
want Mooney!' I believe they were 
aware of my identity. And if thtfy 
would do th a t within my hearing, 
they would do th a t before a jury. 
Fairness Held Impossible 
“No trial could be had on its 
m erits under these circumstances. 
The acts 
of the friends 
of 
Mr 
Mooney preclude giving him justice 
under these conditions. T he yells 
and cries of the Mooney adherents 
come into this court, even with the 


windows closed. I will not 
bring 
Mr. Mooney into this court as long 
as these dem onstrations continue.” 
Frank P. Walsh, veterans defense 
attorney, was on his feet instantly 
to deplore tile dem onstrations and 
to point out th at a statem ent had 
been issued in Mooney’s behalf two 
days 
previously 
requesting 
his 
sym pathizers to restrain themselves 
lest they injure his case. 
“Any m an,” said Walsh, “who 
takes part in such dem onstrations 
is doing Mooney harm —almost fa­ 
tal harm .” 
He suggested Mooney was entitled 
to a “speedy trial” and objected to 
Judge W ard’s intim ation of a post­ 
ponement.

Mooney already was imprisoned for 
life on the previous conviction, it 
would be im m aterial to his case as 
to whether the trial were held now 
or later.
